A WAITING CASE 


.' •Without in the least seeking to convey 
'«n unfavorable impression us to any 
' pupposablc course of the gas corporation, 


it ia believed the opinion generally of 
the citizens of Kncinc would be that 
H case that has been before the -state 
utility commission now in the second 
year "ought to be decided one way or 
the other. 
Whatever may be. the cause 


of the delay and it is not charging 
this delay is of a purpose, the 
delay 


from the ordinary plain sight of the 
average citizen seems to be without any 
excuse. 
If it is the fault of ll-e gus 


people themselves, then the utility of- 
ficials arc without good excuse 1'or per- 
mitting a, needles delay; if it 
is. the 


fault of the utility officials becau.se of 
an ovcrburdenness so to speak of state 
duties, then the suite had far better 
abolish the commission or else material- 
ly enlarge its membership. 


Decisions in the interstate commerce 


bodv do not require the months and 
years of time our commission docs of 
matters that on the very face are not at 
nil perplexing, and with the power pos- 
sessed by the commission, decisions! could 
lie arrived Rt much more speedily. 
It 


has the appearance all around of this 
state commission being charged with 
duties that by every measure of right 
'belong exclusively to the different com- 
munities, but which by some occult in- 
fluence at Mudisou was exerted in behalf 
of public service corporations. 


The contention between the city and 


gas' people needs no great debates in 
the legal forum, nor very profound Solo- 
mons of judges. 
The case is as easy as 


it is very simple und by every reason 
should have Seen decided many months 
ago, hut from present appearances will 
be decided decades hence, perhaps in such 
a geological period when the sun has 
lost a lot of its heat and the moon 
muoh of its luster. 
The contention is 


about thU. 


The gas people use two meters, one 


for so-called fuel gas, the other for il- 
luminating gas. 
Until kinds of gas flow 


through the same pipes in the streets 
and 
are 
merely 
branched off in the 


houses, the gas 
folks charging less for 


the gas that does the cooking and heat- 
ing. 
This is all the difference there is, 


except that the gas people accentuate the 
difference by charging 91.-") per thous- 
and cubic feet, for the 
gas 
passing 


through the illuminating meter and a 
dollar per thousand for the gas passing 
through the fuel meter. Of course the 
object of the gas people is plain, this 
being to encourage the use of gas for 
heaters, cooking stoves und motors. 


The next contention of the city is 


that the gas people charge too much, 
meaning the gas flowing through both 
meters should not exceed a dollar per 
thousand cubic feet. This would under 
the policy of the gas people then involve 
a reduction in fuel gas to seventy-five 
cents. 
Then following upon the same 


]>nes of argument, used in making this 
difference in price between the two sup- 
posed different varieties of gas, but which 
arc not at all different, 
this reduction 


would naturally still further increase 
the use of fuel gas. 


Without prejudicing the case or en- 


paging in any deductions 
beyond 
the 


plain statement, it may he submitted 
Ithat it is high time our stute utility 
commission decided this matter. 
If it is 


that the 
commission is permitting the 


legal feature to delay, it is again sub- 
mitted that for the credit of the argu- 
ments that established this state board 
and unjustly deprived communities of 
their rights, decisions ought not to take 
any year or so. this case being well on 
its 
second, or its third year, it doesn't 


matter, it is entirely too long a time 
anyway. 
Of what earthly use is n util- 


ity commission if a simple proposition as 
is this Racine case, is to 
take 
over 


a year to decide and some say two years, 
Of what use for any number of citi/ens 
to undertake to appeal as per the law, 
or a municipality cither, for redress us 
to some service corporation, if it lakes 
two-tenths of a decade and then no signs 
of a- decision forthcoming. 


People are getting out of patience and 


they arc now beginning to perceive the 
great unwisdom of any state law au- 
thorizing <i utility commission especially 
with the indeterminate franchise fea- 
ture. These big corporations know very 
•well 
municipalities are not seeking to 


invest in service plants costing a mil- 
lion or so, and the state generously and 
for what reason 
IK> man has yet dis- 


covered, is presenting them with an inde- 
terminate 
franchise. 
Xnturally, 
very 


naturally, these can not be expected to 
try to get a hustle upon the state util- 


GARBAGE AND SEWAGE 


The last meeting ol the Six O'clock 


club" was made a- notable one in the 
addresses made, and 'especially the one 
by Dr. Evans, the Chicago health com- 
missioner, bearing upon the special sub- 
ject of the evening. 
The disposal of 


the garbage of our cities is becoming a 
vital question and as garbage goes with 
sewage one problem ought to determine 
both. The purity of our lake water is 
rapidly assuming an importance relat- 
ing to tho drinking water supplies and 
despite examinations that apparently do 
not reveal dangerous organic matter. 
yet the water is not pure und it is dirty, 
as can be shown to any housekeeper by 
the expedient of affixing a small drain- 
age seivc at the end of any faucet. 


As the years go by our water sources 


become contaminated with the sewage 
and the garbage of the cities and coun- 
try districts. 
Flood times scour the 


hillsides and the valleys and the waters 
come pouring and racing into the riv 
ers and lakes. Much of this may be rcn 
dcred innocuous science tells us, but yet 
it must be certain that leaving aside the 
lakes and rivers, garbage undisposed of 
properly, -and the 
ungermicized sew- 


age penetrates the ground and thus the 
underground waters are affected. It may 
be said, such are purified, perhaps so to 
some extent, but how readily the. wells 
may-be affected by seepage from the 
surface waters has been made positive 
many times over. 


Lake Michigan, wheWicr or not some 


scientists admit, must be slowly pois- 
oning by the sewage pouring in from 
a hundred cities and towns, and certain- 
ly at least the southern end accumulat- 
ing a stock of sewage and diluted sew- 
erage that must seriously affect the 
purity. 


Jhe garbage emptied on the land, the 


sewage ran into the streams or into open 
lake, profoundly affect the public health. 
]f the means arc adopted for making 
both innocuous as now understood, even 
though the rate of contamination or- 
dinarily will be slow, yet as now, if 
conditions are present the spread of dan- 
gerous diseases are rendered very easy. 
The innocuous feature is best made ab- 
solute by fire. 


Differing 
from some views the Dis- 


position of garbage is not at all the 
end of the matter, for the disposition of 
the sewage of the two is the most im- 
portant. 
Both are ever present sources 


of danger, and civilization.has reached 
that point where with each succeeding 
year a rising tide of public feeling is 
perceivable, that is objecting to dump- 
ing the garbage on the ground, or bury- 
ing it in the ground, there to soak and 
breed infinite billions of dangerous mi- 
crobes. 
The same sentiment is rising 


to demand the cessation of the danger- 
ous but now ordinary custom of dump- 
ing the filth and the excrement of hu- 
manity into running rivers and large 
lakes by means of 
collecting 
sewers. 


Therefore 
constructing of 
intercepting 


sewers and of drainage canals by which 
the dangerous stuff is merely dumped 
on distant communities, however dilut- 
ed it may be. will not answer in an- 
other decade from now. This method is 
nb\solvent of the problem at all. 


But science can destroy the dangerous 


germs in both sewa™» and the garbage. 
But communities must be well assured 
of what 
they are 
doing. 
Preventive 


measures by city councils should 
be 


mighty careful as to adopting any pro- 
ject unless absolutely assured of feasi- 
bility and practibility. 


It may be n question as to the best 


way, by private enterprise or by public 
ownership. 
There arc 
arguments 
for 


bot.ii. 
Only with private management 


\vi-;h failure of apparatus to do the 
work, there would be nothing to pay, 
and with this factor the costly machin- 
ery terectcd at private cost would be 
certain to work right first. With city 
ownership and • management, costly ap- 
paratus and machinery once bought, the 
city in case of things not working ef- 
ficiently would be left with a. costly bag 
in its hands. 
For proper working ap- 


paratus municipalities could afford 
to 


pav a remunerative profit, assured as 
they would be, if private enterprise did 
not keep such in first class working or- 
der, there would be nothing doing out 
of the treasury. 


These are all questions for respective 


communities to determine for 
them- 


selves. 
But it can be assured sooner 


or later garbage disposing plants and 
plants for rendering sewage perfectly in- 
nocuous or consuming is far better. 
It 


•will be a feature of every town and 
city, 


# * * * 


The discussion of these vital ques- 


tions can not but awaken the public in- 
terest,. When it is learned that in a 
city of the size of Racine there are still 
folks who dispose of garbage by the 
easy process of burying it. in the back 
yard precisely as is a more common 
practice 
in 
small 
communities, 
tlic 


public conscience or whatever it may be 
called may be quickened. 


Apropos: 
In the year 1881 the Ra- 


cine council passed a complete garbage 
ordinance, complete in every detail. 
It 


was duly published in the Racine Daily 
.Journal, at that time, as now, the. offi- 


ial paper of the city. .Its length was 


over « column in small type and con- 
tained all the preambles, whereases, pro- 
visions, penalties for 
non-compliance, 


and the date of publication which made 
it as valid an ordinance of Kacine as 
was ever published. 
This was in July, 


1881. 
The ordinance can, 'of course, be 


found both in the files of the 
Daily 


Journal and in the archives of the city 
council and city clerk. 
This ordinance 


ii perfectly valid today as was certified 
to by the late Henry Schroff, eily clerk 
of Racine for several years, who him- 
self looking into the garbage question 
examined the tiles of this paper. This 
ordinance did not provide for any gar- 
bage crematory, but it did provide for 
a thorough gathering of the garbage 


fronuevery. household. To.be said it so 
provided and so it did, and there the 
matter ended, for not one solitary thing 
was ever done .from that day to this. 
Probably no one had expected anything 
to be done. The Enacting clause is all 
there, every provision duly signed, arid 
it is today a working ordinance if the 
city cares to gather at least its garbage. 
The destroying process comes in addi-

of course, other men of state reputa- 
tion in every wav of the best sort of 
senatorial timber, but the majority of 
these prominent men have also been in 
the past thoroughly identified with Rob- 
ert If. La r'ollctte. It is only necessary 
to mention Oov. Davidson and Chair- 
man Conncrs; State Chairman Edmonds 
is not understood to have, been identi- 
fied in such manner. There are also the 
names of Hon. S, A. Cook, Whitehead of 
Janesvillc, Ex-Oov. Scofield, not identi- 
fied with any part of the La, Follette 
movement as understood. 


None of these men manifests a desire 


,to become a senatorial candidate. 
It 


looks then as if any plan a=. to the 
governorship, embracing a running mate 
as it were, contesting supremacy with 
Senator La Follette, may fail.

As has been understood, this money is 
expended according as the counties im- 
prove the roads and a certain amount 
must also be paid for out of the public 
funds to the counties which take up the 
work. 


The county boards in session this full 


havq not taken the. interest in the good 
road work supposed they would, though 
at least one county, Kenosha, has shown 
a very commendable spirit in the work. 
Road districts however, may tnkc 
up 


the mutter of improving their highways 
i\nd some judicious rivalry may connect 
various stretches of good ronds in one 
uniform improved roadway. 
Why can 


wo not hope a friendly competition may 
ensue throughout the state that will 
soon give a succession of excellent roads 
that will he to the satisfaction 
and 


pleasure of tho travelers on our high- ! 
ways, and a source of profit to every I 
farmer using them.

CONVICTS FOR ROAD WORK 


Maryland is now considering the plan 


of working out its good road problem 
through the employment of the convicts 
of the state. The argument is made this 
use is far better than that of working 
the prisoners on manufactures that com- 
pete with honest labor in the markets, 
and that in fact the. work on the road- 
ways will be far better for the'prisoners. 
If the state resorts to the use of its con- 
victs to work on the public roadways it 
is 
assumed for granted that 
humane 


rules will be enforced. 
People will ob- 


ject to having the prisoners working in 
public view, if the state is to keep in 
chains or manacles the workers. 
If the 


state is to use its convict labor beyond 
the prison garb and the prison guards, 
there will be objections. The workers 
must be Used with humanity. 


The .Maryland papers are discussing 


the question of this employment 
of 


prison labor and the comments as sum- 
med up seem to be very favorable. The 
Baltimore Sun says: 


"A law also gives authority for the 


employment of inmates of the house of 
correction upon the road from Paltimore 
to "Washington, and this has been done 
to some extent, 
lu the regular work of 


the state penal -institutions it has been 
found difficult to properly employ short- 
term prisoners. Only 
a few of those 


who are committed to the penitentiary 
or house of correction are competent me- 
chanics, and it has been the policy in 
both those, institutions to utilize the time 
a prisoner serves in training him in some 
occupation by which he can make an hon- 
est living when he is discharged. But 
the short-term prisoners cannot he train- 
ed effectively, and road work is what 
they should "be engaged in. Having only 
a short term to serve, they will not risk 
a longer imprisonment by an attempt to 
escape, and, therefore, strict guarding 
will not be required. The outdoor work 
is far more healthy than work in shops, 
and while working on the roads convicts 
will not come in competition with honest 
labor. 


"The employment of convict labor on 


the public roads in certain of the south- 
ern states has been found to be altogeth- 
er advantageous, pnd in some of them, 
more especially in the Carolinas, great 
results have been achieved and a splen- 
did system of highways built at small 
cost, (ieorgia has also embarked in road 
improvement by convict labor on u large 
scale, and it is expected that farm .val- 
ues will he greatly enhanced und the 
prosperity of the state advanced." 


The Maryland governor has appointed 


a -commission, not to take testimony, 
but to draft a. working law for the pur- 
pose, yo the policy may as well be as- 
sumed will be adopted'in that state.

THE PROBLEM OF SEWAGE 


With Chicago and Milwaukee looking 


into their sewerage «onditions and Chi- 
cago looking into the near future when 
the drainage canal will be unable 
to 


carry the 
sewage to 
the 
Mississippi 


river, other lake cities will be forced to 
begin the consideration of the disposal 
of all sewage other than by the, present 
plan of running it into, the lake, the 
common source of drinking water of 
many thousands of people. 


Milwaukee has experts investigating 


into it.s sewerage conditions and their 
as understood preliminary report, is to 
the effect "that typographical work be 
undertaken with the view of providing 
drainage channels of the three streams 
that unite there. 
But sooner or later 


as is predicted in Chicago the sewage of 
our cities instead of being carried off in 
drainage channels only to be dumped on 
other people, will be collected and chem- 
ically destroyed. 


It must be evident that as the years 


go by the ever increasing filth of the 
sewage must contaminate the waters of 
the lake, big as it may be. Our present 
methods can not bn much longer con- 
tinued. Cities to the north may not as 
vet hurt Milwaukee water, hut the Mil- 
waukee sewage nuist to u certain ex- 
tent 
affect, the lake water north and 


south of that city. Racine is only a few 
miles from Milwaukee and two decades 
from now if the present plan is con- 
tinued it will not be possible to say the 
sewage does not seriously contaminate 
the wnter in the southern end. Chicago 
despite the drainage canal sends quan- 
tities of'its filth into the lake and cities 
to the south pour in further large quan- 
tities. 
On 
the 
Michigan 
side 
are 


more considerably sized cities all send- 
ing their sewage into the lake. On this 
side not only cities to the Michigan bor- 
der, but towns and cities all along the 
lake shore, contribute to the swelling 
volumes of sewage to be diluted by the 
lake water and the poisonous elements 
made, 
more 
or 
less 
dangerous. For 


years at Chicago the authorities every 
day published bulletins stating whether 
the drinking water was safe or not or 
partially safe. 
Some dny Racine and 


Milwaukee will 
be doing 
that 
very 


thing. 


The destruction of the sewage is the 


real, the only manner in whie.h drinking 
water can be made safe. 
We may get 


along now and our lake, water asserted 
pure, hut for how long, certainly not 
very many years. It is not garbage dis- 
position alone confronting our citizens 
but disposition of the aewage as well.

STRIKE OF THE SWITCHMEN'S UNION 


The strike of the switchmen, so f»r 


confined to the more northern roads is 
that of the Switchman's union of North 
America, this being affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor and will 
have its cooperation. There are- other 
switchmen however aligned' in with the 
Railroad Brotherhood composed of engi- 
neers, conductors, firemen and trainmen. 
This organization is not understood to 
be engaged in the strike and will main- 
tain their strict independence, neither 
giving particular aid to the railroads or

At this writing there is no possibility 


of even guessing how fur the strike will 
extend or how many may be involved, 
since demands are made oh certain roads 
by unions of the Brotherhood.

Railroad, men claim no time was given 


them that the Erdman law be invoked 
to settle the contentions, with the strik- 
ing men asserting their, rules have been 
complied with. There i» ample room for 
consideration on both sides. 


THE BREAK OF CUUOM 


The press at large has said but lit- 


tle as to the outbreak of Senator Cul- 
lom of Illinois, the other day. Just what 
moved the senator is not mentioned, but 
moved he was to the extent of declaring 
pointedly that tie disfranchising of the 
southern negroes' was- right. 
The idea 


is that with the negro eliminated from 
all politics by the acquiescence of the 
northern states, the Republican 
party 


would carry the south. 
It would do 


nothing of the sort, and the -assent of 
this northern senator to disfranchising 
will only result-in very likely his de- 
feat for re-election. 


This acquiescence of the north in bar- 


ring out all negro voting as to the south, 
would of course be viewed by the south 
as a party trick—unless northern states 
also disfranchised their colored voters, 
and this is something no Senator Cullom 
will dare suggest. 


The only way the south then can bo 


induced to even 
permit 
Republicans 


down there free entry of the ballot 
booths and to count the votes fairly, is 
for congress to repeal the constitution- 
al amendment that can be enforced .at 
any time a Republican congress will con- 
sent to perform its duty. This is the 
termination 
of

constitutional 


amendment which provides that for ev- 
ery, disfranchised voter for any cause 
except that of 
treason, 
insanity, 
or 


crime, such disfranchised voters shall 
not be counted in making up the state 
congressional apportionment. 
This pro- 


vision which can be enforced any tims 
would stand in the way of Senator Cul- 
lom and his associates dreaming of car- 
rying the solid south. 
• Still lot us be fair in this matter and 
why keep up a "hollering" over this sol- 
id south, for do we not ourselves brag 
over an equally solid north except where 
dissatisfied Republicans break loose oc- 
casionally and will elect a Democratic 
governor just to feel their oats. A solid 
north however, practically, and a solid 
south equally practically, except- -where 
we once, in a while burst through the 
fringe. If this solidity can not be mate- 
rially changed let us cease to worry

THL HEAVENS'IN DECEMBER. 


By ProfOMor Eric Dooirttl»'ofth» University of Pennsylvania. 


''Partial eclipse of:the Sun December 12th. Mars meets Saturn and passes, to 


the east of it on December 31st. 
1 


No one who now. looks at' the 


heavens on a. clear, moonles; night 
can fail to be struck by the brilliancy 
and beauty of the .constellations. Not 
only: 18 tHe eastern sky covered with 
brilliant winter 
groups, but the 


brightest and moat striking of the 
snmmer s^ars are still lingering with 
us for' only a few weeks before they 
finally disappear. 


It is quite remarkable how the 


brightest stars, now 'extend almost 
completely around the horizon. In 
the northwest is the brilliant 'blue 
Vega, in. the west the bluish Altalr, 
and in the southwest the red Fomal- 
haut, all just on the point of dlsap- 
pearingi the last not to be seen again 
until next September. Between Vega 
and Altalr' the beautiful 
Northern 


Cross apparently stands in an upright 
position on the ground, while in the 
southeast the magnificent Dog Star 
rises as Vega -sets. These two stars 
:are so situated that there Is one of 
them always in the heavens, but dur- 
ing the first few weeks of this month 
they may both be seen .at once for a 
short time in. the early evening. The 
bluish dog star .Slrius, which Is .the 
most brilliant of all ..the._starE, is 
three times larger and forty times 
brighter than our own sun. 


North of this is the lesser dog star, 


Procyon, a star slightly farther away 
from us than Sirlus, and nearly twice 
as large. Both are approaching us, 
the former with a speed of ten and 
the latter with one of six miles a 
second. Each is attended by a massive 
companion, as large as. our own sun, 
whose revolution around the central 
star occupies about half a century. It 
will be remembered that our earth is 
less than one-millionth part as large 
as the sun. Compared with such sys- 
tems as these, the little, solar system 
io which it has been our destiny to 
be placed Is insignificant indeed. 


North of Procyon and below. Gem- 


ini is. the faint but most Interesting 
constellation of the Crab, so named 
because 3000 years ago the sun here 
reached its highest point in the heav- 
ens and began to move backward 
toward the equator again. Some trace 
its origin to. a much .more remote 
antiquity, believing that the group 
was formed 15,000 years ago, at 
which time it is known that each 
December the sun -here ceased its 
downward motion and began to move 
upward In the heavens. At the pres- 
ent time the sun attains its highest 
position near the star M, Fig. 1. 


The most striking object In the 


Crab is the remarkable little cluster 
at A, Figs. 1 and 2, which even in a 
very small telescope is seen to be 
composed of about 150 stars' so close 
together that to the eye they appear 
only as a little cloud. To the an- 
cien's this cloud was a Manger at 
which the two little Donkeys at B 
and C are feeding. 


THE INTRA-MERCURIAL 


PLANETS. 


One of the most striking achieve- 


ments of mathematical astronomy 
was the discovery of the great planet 
Neptune, whose existence was first 
rendered certain by Its pull upon the 
outer planets of our system before It 
had ever been seen in the telescope. 
In exactly the same way the great at- 
tendants of Sirlus and Procyon were 
discovered mathematically, and their 
size 'and the paths In which 
they 


moved1 were known, Ions before tele- 
scopes of sufficient poWer to view 
them had been constructed. 


It has long been recognized that 


the motions of the inner planets of 


our system are similarly disturbed. 
It was at "first thought that these dis- 
turbances- might be accounted for by 
the pull of an undiscovered' planet 


of them. 


As these supposed little bodies must 


necessarily have .been very near the 
sun, they could only be detected dur-
